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Terrible Ravages of the Fire in the Oil 
Well Region—Canadua Notes.

NEW YORK, May 7.—The fires in the oil 
country about Bradford, Pa., began from a 
torpedo being lowered into a well, when the 
well made a flow of oil, throwing the torpedo 
out of the hole against a der- 
tick. Instantly tere was a _ terrific 
explosion, scattering the engine- 
house, boiler-house, derrick and machinery 
in a thousand different direetions. The oil 
caught fire and shot up into the air a hundred 
feet ina blazing column. The ground. for 
miles around was covered with a thin layer of 
oil and oil-soaked leaves. A strong wind was 
blowing and the fire spread with frightful 
rapidity. Such was the awful speed 
of the flames that nothing could 
be saved and people ran for 
their lives, seeking safety inthe open field. 
The people of Rew City lost everything, and 
for them and their fellow-sufferers subscrip- 
tion lists are open to-day. 
oil wells and appointments, with hundreds of 
thousands of barrels of oil, were burned in an 
hour. The sufferers are poor producers. 
Continuous explosions of oil tanks and rush- 
ing floods of blazing oil down the hillsides 
tilled the people with wild terrorand excite- 
ment.

‘Lhe conference report on the Indian appro- 
priation bill was taken up on motion of Sena- 
tor Beck, and after a short debate passed 
without division. Senator Beck expiained 
that inasmuch as the sundry civil and other ap- 
propriation bills would soon follow, the ap- 
propriation for expenses of the Indian Com- 
mission could be made if thought best. 

Senator Hoar announced, that he would 
call up his Geneva award resolution on Tues- 
day. 

Senator Teller presented the views of the 


minority of the Wailace Committee on the

The morning hour having expired,the Sen- 
ate resumed consideration of the Kellogs- 
Spofford resolution. 

Senator Pryor supported the resolutions in a 
legal) argument to the effect that the pleas of 
res acdjucata and estoppel were not rightfully 
relied on by the opponents of the resolution. 

House. 

The consideration of the Post-office appro- 
priation bill was resumed at 10:30 o’clock. 

Mr. Cannon opposed the amendment adopt- 
ed by the committee of the whole yesterday. 
authorizing the Postmaster-General to remit 
in favor of the _ colonies of Nev 
Zealand and New South Wales so 
much of the cost of overland trans- 
portation of Australian closed mails as fhe 
may deem just. This amendment would 
enable the Postmaster-General to exercise a 
discretion in letting mails for England pass 
through the United States without any charge 
against the Government of Great Britain. 

The House thenvoted upon the amend- 
ments. ‘The first amendment on which a 
separate vote was demanded was that author- 
izing the Postmaster-General to use $350,000 
of the $9,490,000 appropriated for the rail- 
way mail service to obtain and secure from 
the railways necessary and special facilities 
for the postal service. 

Theamendment was adopted; 110; 
nays, 66. 

The next amendment was that all star 
routes shall be relet after thirty days’ adver- 
tisement, as now provided by law, on the lst 
of October, 1880, on which pay forthe expe- 
dition of schedules ordered during the 
fiscal ovears of 1879 and 1880, 
shall exceed 50 per cent of contract price be- 
fore such expedition, provided that this pro- 
viso shall not prevail when the present con- 
tractor desires to continue the contract as. re- 
duced. Adopted by a vote of 118 to 57. 

This amendment now takes the place of the 
proviso originally reported by the Appropri- 
ation Committee to the Star Service clause of 
the bijl. Other amendments were then agreed 
to, but before a vote could be taken on the 
bill the legislative session of Thursday ended 
and that of Friday began. 

When the journal of Thursday had been 
read. the Post-office appropriation. bill was 
again taken up and passed as amended.

ANOTHER IMPOSTOR. 


The Late Baron de Maincy Only a Hair: 
Dresser. 


{From tbe New York Tribune. | 


A man died in destitute circumstarces in the 
German Hospital in Seventy-seventh street on 
March 12,, under the name of Dr. Hector Car- 
los, Baron de Maincy. Hecame to America 
from Europe in 1865, and was successful in 
making acquaintances in New York society. 
At that time he was believed to be wealthy, 
but his circumstances becoming reduced, he 
became a teacher of modern languages, which 
was his principal occupation to the time of his 
death. During his final illness several of his 
wealthy acquaintances, who did not forget 
bim, paid his expenses at the hospital, and 
after death attended to his burial, his funeral 
taking place in the Reformed Church in West. 
Thirty-fourtb street. 

With the burial the matter seemed to end 
for thetime being, though the stories of his 
past life were discussed by his friends. It 
was said that he was born in Treves, in Rhea- 
ish Prussia, and at an early age inherited a 
large fortune on the death of his father. After 
being graduated at a German university 2 
lived in Paris, where his name and manners 
secured his admission into good society, andit 
was said that he had held the ofiice of Censor 
of the Press in Paris. Having offended 
Napoleon ILI. by allowing a paper to publish 
certain articles, he fled to America. Since the 
death of Dr.Carlos a woman named Mrs. Haase, 
who has been employed as dressmaker in 
several wealthy families in this city, called at 
the German Hospital, and, claiming to be the 
widow of the deceased man, whose real name, 
she aflirmed, was Charles Haase, and who 
bad been a hair-dresser, instead of a baron, 
asked that the name Hecior Varlos be stricken 
out of the burial certificate, and ‘Charles 
Haase’? substituted. She urged as her reason 
for this that she wished to obtain an inherit- 
ence from her own relatives in France, iu or- 
der to secure whichit was necessary to have 
an official registry of her husband’s death. 
The physicfan at the hospital could 
not comvly with Mrs. Haase’s re- 
quest without legal authority, 
Haase secured the services of Ingersoll Lock- 
wood as counsel, and the case will be brought 
before Judge Lawrence to-day on a writ of 
mandamus. Mrs. Haase alleges that Carlos 
was married to several other women besides 
berself, and that he moved under the name 
of ‘‘Ilorace Charles d’ Armet de Fouger,”? ip 
addition to the ones already given. She will 
preduee as a witness a man named Leopold 
Gerbes, a cigar manufacturer, of No. 35 Stan- 
ton street, who claims to have known Haase 
in Detmold, Prussia, and to bave recognized 
him in Dr. Hector Carlos, to whom he even 
forwarded letters addressed to Charles 
Haase. 

For some three or four mouths previous to 
the death of Dr. Carlos he lived in the house 
of Charles E. Sprague,at No. 316 West Twenty- 
eighth street. After his death Mr. Sprague 
opened thetrunks which had belonged to the 
dcctor with the intention of finding out the 
proper person to take charge of his effects. In 
his investigations therein he came across let- 
ters addressed to Carlos, Haase and Fouger, 
and bence conciuded that the aileged baron 
was animpostor. These letter% he delivered 
toMr. Lockwood, counsel of Mrs. Haase. 
Mr. Lockwood told a Tribune reporter yester- 
day thatas no one would oppose Mrs. Haase, 
a mandamus would almost certainly be grant- 
ed. Many of the man’s oldfriends do not be- 
lieve that he was an impostor. 


Perils of European Travel.

The season of summerj travel in Europe 
begins with the murder of apassenger ina 
first-class carriage on a French railway. Ex- 
citing incidents of this kind have not been un- 
common either in England or on the Conti- 
nent in past years, but no effectual steps have 
ever been taken to guard against them. On 
most of the French lines a system of alarm 
signals exists which perhaps would be of 
more use than it has ever yet been were it not 
so contrived that no passenger can practically 
make use of it except with the good will and 
assistance of everybody else in the carriage, 
It will be remembered that an assault of this 
sort was made last yearin an Italian railway 
train on an American gentleman traveling 
with his wife, in which the lady courageousiy 
but unsuccessfully aided her husband to re- 
sist the assailants, and it will be well for 
Americans about visiting Europe to bear it in 
mind that they must look out for themselves 
on such occasions.

expectation, however, the affair passed off 
without any scenes of violence or disorderly 
conduct. When the lecturer appeared on the 
stage it was twenty-five minutes to9 o’ciock. 
He stood ingfront of a reading stand,on which 
he spread his manuscript. Hi# manner was 
nervous, but his delivery was good, though in 
many instances his articulation was too rapid 
to be distinct. His audience listened to him 
in respectful silence. There was no effort 
made to interrupt his performance, nor was 
there any applause until its conclusion. The 
lecture wquid occupy about four columns of 
the Sun. 

He describes his sensations during the trial, 
through the summing up and listening to the 
Judge’s charge. ‘Waiting for the verdict, ’’ 
he says,“‘I felt sure of an acquittal, and within 
myself was jubilant in anticipation of once 
more being able to walk abroad as etber men. 
I was ina reverie, thinking of this and fancy- 
ing the joysand pleasures which within so 
short a time would be mine, when the arrival 
of a eourt officer to take me to the bar broke 
in upon this vein of thought. Waiting, 1 
scanned the face of each juror as he filea in- 
to his place, also the face of the Judge. Had 
my conviction that I was to be acquitted not 
been so strong, the sight of three of the jury- 
men in tears would have told me that one of 
us at least {Mrs. Smith or bimself}] was con- 
demned. 

' **Asathunder clap came the words from 
the foreman’s lips: ‘Guilty!’ Who can fully 
describe my feelings? I cannot. 

‘*A feeling of unutterable dread came over 
me, as if a mighty load had been placed upon 
my shoulders and was bearing me to the very 
earth. I was dumbfounded. While in that 
state I was taken pack to the juil as if ina 
dream, and there, in the privacy of my cell, 
I became a thoughtful human being as the 
extent of my misery and peril gradually un- 
folded themselves in all their terrible reality 
before me.”’ 

He depicts at much length his sensations 
during the nights and days of the next few 
weeks. Herefersto the ignominy of the 
death to which he had been sentenced as it 
would affect his mother and only sister. “I 
saw my mother’s sweet face, so calm and gen- 
tle,’’ he says, “looking, oh! so grieved, so 
pained, sosad. My very heart seemed burst- 
ing as I thought of her; and my sister, too, her 
sweet, innocent face, in all its girlish insouci- 
ance and beauty, would rise up before me 
pleadingly, with great tears welling in her 
eyes,and pity and woe so plaintively expressed 
on her countenance, that the thought that she, 
an orphan, fatherless, motherless, was to lose 
hér brother,anad by such an ignominious death, 
was too much. Thevery thought of it was 
worse even than the dread of the gallows.”’ 

Further along, referring to Mrs. Smith and 
his knewledgeof her absolute innocence of 
the murder, he said: ** Remorse would at this 
moment become so strong that I feit that if 
any sacrifice on my part would result in the 
saving of her life 1 would willingly endure it. 
* * * Once, indeed, was I so worked upon, 
that in the middle ofthe night, and thouzh 
sound asleep, I sprang from the bed, and did 
rot wake until the watchman touched me, 
when Lfound myself inthe middle of the 
floor. The watchman was white as death, 
and told me that I cried out, ‘Oh, no! no! 
no?” And well I might, for in my sleep [ had 
dreamed that waking I saw in a coflin by my 
side Mrs. Smith, while above her wasa sceaf- 
fold in allits hideous ghastliness. On the 
other side of the coflin was a thin, shadowy 
presence that, pointing its finger down into 
the coflin, exclaimed, ‘You are the cause of 
this !?’ 

He passed through many alternations of 
hope and despair, as he describes them, until 
the time set for the execution approached. 
‘*‘It may seem incredible,’’ he says, ‘*to me 
even now it seems singular,as my memory 
has broyght it rather indistinctly to my mind; 
yetitistrue that within a week of the time 
appointed for my execution I became so thor- 
ougbly resigned that the thought of death it- 
self had no horror. Not thatI did not feel, 
in all its fuliness, the awfulnessofthe death 
to which I was doomed and the terrible stain 
that it would foreyer leave upeén my name. 
Allthis I fully (how fully I ean never find 
words to express) felt, but the calm that came 
upon me was the calmness of resignation born 
ofthat entire acceptance and belief inthe 
Supreme Power that governs all, who, if He 
so willed that l should suffer for this crime, 
of which I was guiltless, did it fora purpose 
that, however inscrutable to me, was, doubt- 
less, to His omniscience, all sufficient.’ ’

Thirty vears ago George B. Roberts, then 
sitting at his desk in a surveyor’s office, and 
serving the Pennsylvania Railroad as a rod- 
man, isreported to have said that he had 
rather be President of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company than of the United States. 
In httle more than a month he will attain his 
ambition, for his succession is almost abso- 
lutely certain. He has been close beside Col. 
Scott formany years. He first entered tne 
service of the company five months later than 
Co]. Scott, as rodmaninthe engineer corps. 
During the summer following his accession to 
the road, in March, 1851, be became assistant 
engineer in charge of the division on the sum- 
mit thatincluded the great tunnel. In 1852, 
in the fall, he left the Pennsylvania 
to become assistant engineer tothe Philadel- 
phia and Erie, and during the ten years that 
followed he was actively employed in building 
railroads. He was anengineer on the North 
Pennsylvania, which was open in 1855, and on 
the Northwestern. On the Allentown, the 
Mahanoy and Broad Mountain, and the West 
Jersey, he was chief engineer, and filled that 
office when they were completed. In 1862, on 
May 28, he was called to the position of assist- 
ant to the President of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, on account of his engineering skill and 
ability as an administrative ‘ollicer. Seven 
vears later,on May 3, 1869, he was made 
Fourth Vice-President, and March 26, 1873, 
Second Vice-President. When Col. Scott was 
elected President, June 3, 1874, Mr. Roberts 
succeeded him as First Vice-President, and 
during Col. Scott’s absence in Europe fora 
year and a half he was acting President. He 
has for many years occupied a prominent posi- 
tion in the boards of roads controlled by the 
Pennsylvania, and, as has been stated above, 
has already succeeded Col. Scott in most of 
the Western boards.

There were some of tne London, 
Liverpool and French liners, comprising the 
famous New York and H.v.e packet, and re- 
nowned China ships, with hundreds vf others, 
smaller, but of equal interest, taken from the 
whale fishery, as well as many of less note. 
There was the Cadmus, which brought the 
patriot Lafayette to tbis country in. 1525, as 
also a host of others; Gen. Jackson and Bal- 
ance, the two sbips taken by James Ve Wolf’s 
piivateer True-biooded Yankee, in the war of 
1814. The latter sbip was near 100 years old. 
Tbey were built in Calcutta, of teak timber. 
and the Balance had the same masts in her 
which were put into her in Cgleutta 
almost a century before. She was hamed 
Balance to balance a ship l»st by De Woif a 
short time before, taken by a British cruiser. 
There were numbers of old whalers, Enoglish 
and American, for example the celebrated 
Lady Amherst, an English whaler of repute, 
belonging to Samuel Enderby & Seas, of Lon- 
don. which in six consecutive voyages, with 
an average time of thirty-four mouths to each, 
obtained 16,000 barrels of sperm oil—a catch 
never equaied by any ship from our own 

rts. There also entered the port Thomas 


4H. Perkins’ spjendid clipper Nile, of Boston, 


from China, laden with silks, teas and frank- 
incence (sandal-wood), seeking a market first 
among the Peruvians. There were also the 
Mayflower, Olympia, Martha, a London pack- 
et trom Nantucket in 1809; Montano, a French 
packet from New York in 1824; Henry 
Astor, one of Mr. John Jacob Astor’s 
famed Northwest fur traders to China, 
early in this century; E.len Brooks, Deu- 
calion, Hiberma, Ootario and New York, of 
the Liverpool packets; N antic, Goodhue & 
Co.*s China ship from New York, which was 
moved up into the center of the city, and was 
for a long timea famous hotel; Friendship, of 
Salem, when she was cut off by the Malays, 
and for which our Government sent out the 
frigate Potomac, under Commodore Downes, 
in 1832, to chastise the natives; Isaac Hicks, 
for years a Liverpool packet under charge of 
the late Josiah Macy, of New York; Morri- 
son, built by Stephen Girard, of Philadeiphia, 
and one of his tea-ships from that port, but 
more recently the prepeuy of Spotford & 
Tileston, of New York; Palladium, one of 
Thorndike’s ships, of Boston, with scores of 
others, thrown aside, the rage for the pursuit 
of gold being so great, everything else was 
deemed, and became, worthless. 

in the “stone blockade”? of Charleston, S. 
C., in 1862, there were sunk a fleet of ships 
formerly engaged in the whaling business, 
and, before that, many of them in the Eurot 
pean trade for the various commercial centers 
of our country,and not a few in the China 
trade. Among these were the Kensington, 
l eonidas, Amazon, Cossack, Courier, Frances. 
Henrietta, Rebecca Simms (once a China ship 
belopging to Woodruff Simms, of Puiladel- 
pia), and lastly the Herald, almost a century 
old, and once the pride 6f Boston. Then the 
Angio-rebel privateers made fearfui havoc. 

Among the interesting old ships was the 
Barclay, built in 1796, for William Roth & 
Sons, by George Claghorn—the same who 
built the frigate Constitution (Old Ironsides). 


The Barclay was galiantly cut out of Callao, | 


from under the guns of the Spanish fortjfica- 
tiors, in 1813, by Commodore David Porter, 
then in the United States frigate Essex, with 
our heroic Farragut, at that time a midship- 
man under his command. After an eventful 
career she was broken up at New Bedford in 
1864; also, the ship Canada, famous in her 
day, when in the Liverpoo! trade, making her 
passage from New York in from 15 to 16 days, 
when commanded by Capt. Seth G. Macy, of 
Hudson, and delivering Gen. Jacxson’s mes- 
sages in Liverpool] as promptly as the steam- 
ers do others in these days. ‘rhis ship,.was 
seized by the Brazilian Government While 
‘ashore near Pernambuco in 1856, and was 
since paid for, every dollar. 

Large numbers of noted old ships, when the 
requirements of commerce demand those of 
larger size f transportation of cotton, grain 
and otber merchandise, were transferred to 
the whaling business, and have since luid.their 
keels in some of the numerous groups of the 
Pacific seas, or been crushed in the ice of the 
Arctic floes. Among these we havein mind 
the Boston China ship Houqua, long com- 
manded by Josiah Sturgis. Tuis ship was 
driven ashore and wrecked in the Okotsk Sea 
in 1851... Then there wasthe Essex, of Nate 
tucket, stove by a huge whale in the Pacific 
Ocean in November, 1820. A similar adven- 
ture befell the shi armony (also of Nan- 
tucket), Capt. Abe wson, late in the last 
century, which had a whale breach out of the 
sea in the night across the deck, sinking the 
ship in afew minutes. Theship Ann Alexan- 
der, of New Bedford, was destroyed on the 
coast of Peru in August. 1851, in a manner 
similar to the Essex. The whole affair was 
noticed at the time by the London Punch, in 
verse. 

There is a ship now sailing from Holland, or 
was up toa recent date, built in 1568. She is 
called the Commissaries des Koning von !der 
Heine, and, if still in existence, must be up- 
ward of 300 years old. Coming nearer home, 
there are many other old ships whose names 
are endeared to merchants of a former day 
now in retirement, among them the Samuel 
Russell and Oriental, which belonged to the 
Messrs. Low, of New York; the Natchez, 
owned by Messrs. Howland & Aspinwall, 
which made the passage from Hong Kong, 
China, to New York, in command of Robert 5. 
Waterman, in seventy-seven days, a feat never 
matched by any craft before or since.

It will require just 379 votes to nominate. 
Gen. Grant is to-day just ninety-two votes 
short. Can he gain them? Let us see. 

The situation in a nutshell is that Grant 
must carry ninety-two of the last 148 dele- 
gates yet to be electedor he is beaten, even 
if the unit rule prevails—something most 
improbable. 

He has no prospects whatever in Michi- 
gan (32), West Virginia (10), Minneseta 
(10) and Nebraska (6). These States are 
conceded to be against him. This just 
leaves 100 votes to draw from. Grant must 
receive 92 of these to have a bare majority. 
That is, he must get almost every vote from 
Illinois (42), Nevada (6), Florida (8), Da- 
kota (2), Alabama (20), Louisiana (16) 
and Colorado (6). 

He cannot do it. 
if he should get the solid vote of Illinois, 
he is sure to lose more than enough in 
Louisiana, Florida and Alabama, where 
Sherman’s Treasury gang will control the 
party machinery. 

We have given the figures as they are, with- 
out the slightest prejudice. We have given 
a favorable estimate of Grant’s strength by 
assuming that the “‘unit’’ ruie will be l- 
lowed to stand. But this is extremely 
improbable. It is almost certain that if 
the Grant men have not a positive and sin- 
cere majority of the convention the unit 
rule will be immediately set aside and del- 
egates will vote as they please—vote their 
real convictions. But the very moment the 
unit rule falls at least sevent?-five and 
probably one hundred votes will desert 
Grant from Pennsylvania, New York, Illi- 
nois, Kentucky, Texas, etc., etc. 

It is with the sincerest regret, and almost 
in the light of a Democratic calamity, that 
we repeat our previous belief that Grant 
cannot and will not be nominated at Chi- 
cago.

BRADLAUGH. 

Since the French potentate marched up a 
hill with his military following: and then 
marched down again for cause, there has 
been no exhibition in politics as that afford- 
ed the world by Charles Bradlaugh, the 
English Radical. After striving for years 
to be elected to Parliament the great level- 


} er succeeded in getting in on the recent 


ground swell. Now he deliberately unseats 
himself by refusing to take the oath of of- 
fice on the ground that it implies a religious 
belief and binds one subscribing to it to 
the support of the monarchy. Bradlaugh 
is one of the few remarkable men among 
the lower orders of England. He is an in- 
fidel and a revolutionist, with intellect 
enough to make him formidable. His ob- 
ject in life is to tear down the churches, 
overturn the English monarchy and estab- 
lish a liberal democratic government in its 
stead, modeled somewhat after the Com- 


mune. If England could be plunged into a 


cut, his eyes deep and full of intensity, and 
like all men of blood and war he affects 
white hats and white overcoats. He 
is a native of London, and when 
a young man was a devout 
Christian and a devoted teacher in a 
Sunday-school. A spirit of inquiry led him 
into a discussion with his pastor and event- 
ually Janded him on the shoals of Atheism. 
Driven from the paternal roof on account 
of this, he drifted into the army, where he 
served for a number of years. After re- 
turning to private life he followed mercgn- 
tile pursuits, an mastered meanwhile the 
‘French, Spanish, German and Italian lan- 
guages. Being a Red Republican in poli- 
tice, he went upon the Continent and form- 
ed the acquaintance of most of the revolu- 
tionary leaders. He became a member of 
the Carbonari Society of Italy and the 
Grand Orient of France. Mazzini was one 
of his friends, and for years he ha’ kept up 
close correspondence with Gambetta. 

He began tomake himself a disturber in 
England in’ connection with Odger, a 
Republican of the ultratype. His speeches 
againt the Crown were always bitter and 
personal, and some of his encounters with 
the authorities were often fierce and bloody. 
He is the natural leader of the English 
gans-culottes, if such an element can be 
said to exist among the. poor riff-raff who 
¢onstitute the social scum, and who are evi- 
dences of the degradation and poverty 
which are the legitimate eutgrowth of a sys- 
tem under which the rich grow 
perpetually richer and the poor grow forev- 
ér poorer. Naturally he is a Free Lover, 
though his marital relations and private 
life are in accordance with the prescribed 
doctrine. He lives in comfortable quarters 
near St. John’s Woods,London, and busies 
himself chiefly with editing a journal called 
the National Reformer, attending Socialistic 
meetings and lecturing before distressed 
females who seek a betterment of condi- 
tion. He is a man of great oratorical gifts 
and his fine physique gives him command 
overmen. He is outspoken and bitter in 
his animosity toward the Queen ‘and the 
ehtire governmental system. Naturally 
aggressive, it is with the greatest difficulty 
that he can keep himself out of the clutch- 
es of the law. The borough of Northamp- 
ton, from which he has just been chosen to 
Parliament, has always been the scene of 
his electoral struggles, and though beaten 
over and over again he publicly declared 
four years ago that he never intended to 
désist until the electors honored him with 
agseat. Itis not likely that the House 
Committee, to which his case has been re- 
ferred, will consent to his proposition to 
afiirm instead of taking the customary oath, 
and Northampton may be called upon to 
enact the familiar farce of electing and 
re-electing her favorite without end. 
Briidlaugh is only about forty-eight years 
ofage. He has twenty years of active life 
left in him, and the probabilities are that 
he will yet leave a red finger-mark on the 
pages of English history. 


ABOUT the neatest anti-third term plat- 
form of the day is that adopted by the 
taffy-dealing Republicans of New Hamp- 
shire, to-wit: 

That we congratulate Ulysses S. Grant, the 
most renowned and illustrious citizen of the

This is a nice platform for some Demo- 
cratic convention to work by. Suppose 
the Democrats of Missouri, when they 
assemble at Moberly, declare their love and 
admiration for Mr. Tilden, but express the 
hope that in view of his advanced years 
and infirmities he will be permitted to 
close his eventful and patriotic life in the 
composure and serenity of Gramercy Park, 
unvexed by the cares of office and the 
importunities of politicians. A resolution 
of this kind, if worded so as to bring eut 
the unselfish and patriotic services of Mr. 
T. in behalf of the preservation of the 
Republic, and at the same time avoid spe- 
cific reference to his paralyzed arm and 
his indifferenteye, would commend itself 
to the gentle senses of the Sage and be al- 
most as satisfactorily received as a solidly 
instructed delegation.

Such excitement 
among the mill-bands was never before 
known. And the worst of the whole business 
was the wind wasso highthe circus people 
couldn’t put up theirtents and there was no 
show. Thesorrow which brooded over Pat- 
erson and the grief which invaded the people 
who had come thirty miles to hear the verd- 
antique jokes of the pre-historic clown can 
better be imagined than described. 


THE suicide of young Short near Cincinnati 
the other day goes to prove that there are 
many things in this world preferable to 
money.

If -he didn’t snick- 
er she embraced the first opportunity to re- 
mark that the young man ought to be named 
Long. The young man heard this stupid 
play on his namesomuch that he came to 
hate the world and every species of joker. 
Thelong and short of it was that he delib- 
erately took his own life. He now sleepsina 
trench-like grave, unmindful of his wealth 
and far removed from the impious wretch who, 
despite the sadness of bis taking off, wil! 
insist, perhaps, in saying that, though taller 
than the average of men, the youth was not 
long for thfs world.

A WRIT REFUSED. 


Magovern Fails to Enjoin the 
House of Delegates, 


And He Must Produce’ His Books or 
Go to Jail, 


Exhaustive Opinion of Judge Adams 
This Morning. 


Judge Adams rendered an opinion this 
morning in the Magovern injunction case, de- 
nying the application. Itis supposed that it 
Mr. Magovern does not produce the books of 
the Laclede Gas Company before the House 
of Delegates this evening he will be ordered to 


jail. : 
. THE OPINION. 

The gist of the complaint on account of 
which the plaintiff asks the intervention of 
this court, sitting in equity, in his behalf, is 
that the defendants are about, unlawfully, to 
imprison him. In other words, a trespass is 
threatened by the defendants agsinst tie 
person of the plaintiff. Forthe purpose of 
showing wherein the unlawfulness of the 
threatened imprisonment consists, the 
petition shows many other facts, raising 
questions of great importance and no litile 
difficulty touching the powers of the Board 
of Freeholders under the Constitution and the 

wers of the Municipal Assembly under the 

harter and affecting the rights of persons 
other than the plaintiff. 

A temporary injunction ought to inure in 
all cases where the petition shows, 
upon its ‘face, a right thereto 
in favor of the plaintiff, or where 
a reasonable doubt exists in the mind of the 
chancellor as to those rights. In’ such cases a 
temporary injunction will issue and oppor- 
tunity be thus afforded, after a 

FULL AND CAREFUL TRIAL, 

to settle the rights of the parties. Butin 
other cases where it 1s clear, either that 
plaintiff’s rights are not invaded or threat- 
ened or that they are not invaded or threat- 
ened in such way as to éntitle him to the re- 
lief by his injunction as _ distin- 
guished /from relief at law, it 
18 the . duty of the chancellor 
both out of regard forthe due and orderly 
administration of justice and the ultimate in- 
terests of the parties to refuse even a tem- 
porary injunction. 

If injunction were the proper remedy for 
the plaintiff in this case, 1 am satisfied that 
the questions raised touching the powers of 
the Board of Freeholders and the Municipal 
Assembly and the exercise of those powers 
affecting the rights of citizens not ina 
the service of the city, as 
shown by the averments of the petition, are 
sufficiently questionable to 

JUSTIFY THE ISSUANCE OF THE WRIT 
to restrain the exercise pending a deliberate 
inquiry into their lawfulness. 

In determinging whether or not the remedy 
by injunction is properin this case. it must 
be borne in mind that the plaintiff’s right to 
personal liberty is one thingy and the Laclede 
Gaslight Company’s right to retain possession 
of its books and papers another. Therefore 
there is no question of involved property 
rights connected or interwoven with 
the plaintiff's own damage, the threatened 
cause of which he is now seeking to restrain. 
Even if the plaintiff may be said to have an 
interest in the books and papers of the com- 
pany cf which he is an officer, then it is to be 
borne in mind that the ordinance attacked in 
this case does not authorize the defendants to 
Seize or carry away the books and papers. 
Under this ordinance, imprisonment and fine . 
is the end of the law, upon a refusal to pro- 
duce the books and papers.’ 

Now does such threatened trespass or im- 
prisonment by itself, although unlawful, con- 
fer jurisdiction upon a courtof chancery to 
enioin the threatening trespassers from car- 
tying out their alleged threat? I think not. 

“While our Supreme Court has, doubtless, 
in its recent adjudications, extended the 
equitable remedies beyond the former limits, 
yetitis not pretended that itorany other 
court has ever directly authorized or sanc- 
tioned aninjunctionto restrain a mere tres: 
pass upon the person of an 
individual, It is claimed, how- 
ever, that the doctrine of our Supreme 
Must carried to its legitimate consequences 
leads to such conclusion. 

After a careful consideration of the cases 
relied upon I am unable to adopt this view. 

None of the cases referred to relate to tres- 
pass upon the person; all of them to trespass 
upon property; and in such cases simple tres- 
pass upon property is held insufficient to war- 
rant equitable relief. In the Kercheval case, 65 
Mot, 686, defendant is enjoined from tear- 
ing down a building, not because of 
the injury to the building, but because 
of the injury to the large business 
interests for which the building for the time 
being was a significant factor. So, in the 
Schraeder case, 45 Mo., 508, the same distinc- 
tion is preserved. Our statute, sec. 2722, R. 
S. 1879, has, since the revision of 1865, been 
before our appellate courts, and even in the 
most liberal construction of its meaning this 
distinction has been preserved. 

W hile in a certain sense there can be 

NO ADEQUATE REMEDY AT LAW 

for any trespass upon the person, like, for 
instance, a willful assault upon a_ public 
street, mayhem, the marks of which are 
carried during life, or false imprisonment 
where the victim, for the time, is nominally 
classified with criminals, yet a _ specitic 
remedy for such trespass 1s provided by law, 
and, in the legal sense, this remedy is ade- 
quate. 

In the Boogher case, 3 Mo. Appeals, 173, 
the Court refused to enjoin the publication 
of a threatened libel, on the ground that there 
was an adequate remedy at law within the 
meaning of the statute. The learned Judge, 
in pronouncing the opinion of the court, 
says: ‘*‘There is much-room for say- 
ing that the legal remedy falls 
short of making full compensation for the in- 
jury done or of giving full protection against 
the injury threatened. To infer from this that 
recourse may be had to the preventive juris- 
diction of a court of equity is clearly not 
allowable.’’ 

In the case at bar, if plaintiff’s positions 
are sound, the writ of habeas corpus will 
speedily release him from imprisonment, if 
such ensues, and he has a well recognized 
action for damages, to recover not only dam- 
ages to his person, but for his wounded feel- 
ings and time lost, and may,in addi- 
tion, if the case warrants it, recover 

unitive or exemplary damages. This, in the 
egal sense,must be held to be an adequate 
remedy. 

Many cases have been cited by counsel in 


which 
JURISDICTION IN EQUITY 

has been exercised to restrain municipal cor- 
porations from enforcing void ordinances. 
For instance in the matter of opening streets 
tothe injury and disturbance of the settled 
rights of adjoining land owners; inthe mat- 
ter of issuing honds contrarv to law, whereby 
a multiplicity of suits is occasioned, and in 
the matter of assessing taxes in 
excess of legislative limitation. All 
of these cases, it is apprehended, rest for the 
equitable jurisdiction upon principles inap- 
plicable to the case at bar. 

I can see no escape from, the conclusion fhat 
if 1 can restrain the imprisonment threatened 
in this case by injunction the courts of chan- 
cery would soon supersede the law courts, 
civil and criminal, in their well settled juris- 
dietion over actions for damages and crimes

The Safe of Teuscher & Co. Recovered 
From the Debris—The Contents Badly 
‘ Scorched. 
At 8 o’clock this morning the fire-proof safe 
of § Teuscher & Co. was removed from the 


ruins of the distillery, Second and Spring 
streets. At the time of the fire every one was 
in such haste to get out that they forgot to 
close the outside door of the safe. The 
inside _ door was closed by a seven- 
year-old boy whe peepee to be 1n the oftice 
and was the last to leave the doomed sgruc- 
ture. But for the boy’s thoughtfulness 
nothing could have saved the papers and $690 
in the safe from total destiuction; as it was, 
the papers. policies and books were badly.

Wisby are erecting fine residences, A _ brick 
block, which included six business houses, is 
being pushed ahead just as 7 aS Men, 
means and material can doit. The Webster 
County Bank building is already comple ted, 
witb the exception of the roof. Geo. Gilbert is 
putting up the walls of his brick block. 
Dr. Smith, the Postmaster, has completed his 
frame business- house, which he uses tempo- 
rarily as the post-office, and will commence
